CREMATORY WILL COST $8,000 


And for 92,300 Per Year Benton 
Harbor Can be the Cleanost 
City In Michigan. 


The board of health is still wrestling 
with tho problem of 
providing a 
method for garbage disposal. It has 
accumulated considerable data, all of 
which will be submitted to tho com­ 
mon council in due time. 


The present practice of the city In 
heaping up 
garbage in dangerous 
proximity to the dwellings of the |»eo- 
ple, and permitting it to remain un­ 
protected, it is decided, must discon­ 
tinue. If the city cannot afford tho ex­ 
pense of a cremator some other of the 
proposed methods will be adopted 
Deliberate investigation of the sub­ 
ject has caused the health board to 
look with some approval upon the sug 
gcstion of Health Ollicer Tutton: that 
Britain avenue Ikj extended west to 
the river and the width of the stredi 
utilized for the de)»osit of garbage. He 
would have a bank of sand built up on 
either side of the roadway, two or 
three feet high, and deposit the offal 
between these embankments, strictly 
enforcing the rule of keeping it cov­ 
ered as fast as it accumulates. The 
sand used in covering and the garbage 
its«df, he argues, would afford sufficient 
material for a street and in course of 
time Britain avenue would have an ex 
tension to the river and furnish a very 
pretty «lrive. This method is crude but 
it Is a big improvement ov«*r the sys

The purchase of a cremator is not re­ 
garded with much enthusiasm. The 
health Itoard through the agency of 
Health Ollicer Tutton has made quite 
a thorough investigation of this method 
of «lisp«»sing <»f garbage and entertain 
iii common the opini«m that it is too 
expensive. Dr. Tutton is in rcceint of 
the following infi»rmation in reply to 
iiupiirics made t»f the Kngle Suni- 
lar.V an«T CrCftfilffo,* eui»»|ii»ny, of Dos 
Moines, la.: 


You ask for estimate for one of our 
furnaces for your city of 7,000 to 10,000 
lopulation. We wish to state for your 
tenelit that in view of the fact that the 
Kngle furnace Is practically indestruct­ 
ible, it would In? well In building one 
in your city to have it, of larger cajiacity 
than you might need at present and we 
would advise' you to build «»lie that will 
allow for the future growth of your 
city and this you could do by building 
our N«». .‘I furnace which will take care 
of the garbage and night-soil of a city 
of ]i»,000 or more. We would like to 
have you see our latest •furnaces at 
Kvansvile 
and 
Uichmond, Indiana, 
wher«i they are in constant «»peration. 
Our price for No. .’i furnace complete is 
approximately $8,000.” 
it is ligured thut Benton Harbor 
could Is* made the ch^auest city in 
Michigan at an oxj»eiise of $2,1100 per 
year, with a crematory in o|»cration 
The ash residuum of a creiualory is so 
valuable for fertilizing pur|»oses that it 
is thought no difficulty would In; found 
in disposing of the entire product, 
in 
this case the exj»enstj lignres given 
aliovc could Ik; reduced to the extent of 
the sale of ashes. 


As «;ousldered by the hoard of health, 
in case of the ad«»|itlou of a furnace, 
two teams would Iks required to collect 
the garbage and deliver it at the cre­ 
matory. These teams would not lie oe- 
upicii continually with this work, and 
could Ik- used advantageously in mak­ 
ing street repairs a ¡»ortion of the time. 
The citv would thus reduce tiie present 
cost of keeping the streets in re|»uir. 
One man can operate the crematory, 
and it is suggested that the entire man­ 
agement of the enterprise lie placed in 
the hands of tho health officer. 
The 
$2,:i00 estimate includes fuel for the 
furnace, and the salaries of tiie health 
officer, teamsters and all. 


The health department b at present 
maintained at a cost of $240 per year, 
but tiie citizens are required to pay the 
expense of removing garbage 'from 
their premises, while with a eremat«>ry 
«»perated as pro|»oscd, the trity woulll 
collect the refuse without direct cost 
to individuals. 
It is tlouhtful, in the 
minds of tlmse win» have investigated 
the mutter, if the increased taxation to 
raise the $2.:W0 would amount to as 
much as is uow being paid by indivhl 
uals to have their back yards cleaned.

A homieido occnrs'overy two honrs in 
Italy. This was one of the many star 
t ling RlntsiiiiuitM nisd« by flififti’tlafo* 
falo, a distinguished Italiau criminol­ 
ogist, in a lecture delivered on “ Crim 
inality in Relation to the Kducution of 
(he People” in the Romuu college. His 
audience included Queen Margherita. 


In Ituly the annual loss of life hy 
homicide (nsually by lothal vreapotiN) 
numbers about 4,000 souls. Compared 
willi France, for instance, she has 10 
homicides a year for France’s 1, and 
86 for Denmark's 1. The Latiu popu­ 
lations, indeed, in both hetiiixphenM 
have a bad pre-eminence over the Teu­ 
tonic iu crime generally, and of these 
Latiu populations the Italian is tiie 
worst. 


Baron Oarofalo proceeded to give the 
reasons why. In the first place, vendetta 
wiiich iu Greece was heroism and in 
niediwval Europe a laudable custom 
hss lingered longer in Italy than iu any 
other country; dueling, also, is more 
frequent in Ituly thnu elsewhere. To the 
religions instruction given iu Great 
Britain and the United States of Ainer 
ica he attributed the fact that these 
countries have in 40 years diminished 
by one-half the annnul proportion of 
their delinquents and mendicants, while 
in Italy the want of similar instruction 
has resulted iu the positive increase of 
delinquency and mendicancy siuce 1809 
When to these considerations wo add the 
increased hardness of liviug iu the young 
kiugdom, I he struin put upou tiie moral 
resisting power by a crushiug poverty, 
the squalid dwellings, the defective ali­ 
mentation,by which the braiu is starved, 
when it is uot actually poisoned, by the 
stimulants iu which ^¿Hef from misery 
is sought, aud tho d c ^ uiation of life as 
it exists under such comlitious, we ar* 
rive at au ensemble of causes which 
quite accounts for these sad statistics.

OconHíouiilly in oasM of wrions 
wound« where there hus been grsat lots 
of blood the publiiihed reports state 
that '^ssllue solntion” was Injected into 
the veinl to supply the deficiency. The 
average reader, however,., bai a very 
vogue if any idea how a solntion of 
salt takes the place of blood. 


Not to go into a complete analysis of 
tho blood, it is suflloient to note tbat of 
1,000 parts, 780.15 is composed of wa­ 
ter, albumen 06 parts, sodium and po­ 
tassium 8. »71. coloring matter (sup­ 
plied by the red blood eorpusclee) 188, 
leaving only some 13 parts to be com­ 
posed of fibrin, fat, oaloiuin and mag­ 
nesium, etc. Where there is serious loss 
of blood a state of collapse sets in, be- 
eause the normal weight of blood being 
rednccd tbe heart’s action is dimin­ 
ished, there being less resistance for 
that organ to overcome. 


To countoraot the result of shook and 
collapHe it is necessary to stimulate the 
heart by restoring the normal weight, 
in other words to get it to work by giv­ 
ing it something to work on. 
As the 
analysis shows, of 1,000 parts of blood 
nearly 800 are composed of water aud 
sodium, and therefore a plain saline 
solution makes a good substitute. 
The 
heart dees not know the difference, and 
it goes to pumping away as usual as 
soon as this imitation blood gets in the 
veins. The saline solution serves to tide 
the patient over the danger point. 
As 
the food is converted into chyle, new 
blood is formed, the red corpuscles are 
inpplied rapidly from the normal tissues, 
and the saline solution is thrown off 
through the secretions in the usual way. 


Formerly transfusion of blood wus 
the means employed, but this always 
objectionable method has been supplant­ 
ed. The greatest objection to the trnns- 
fuHion of blood from one person to an­ 
other was that to supply the necessary 
amount to restore tho wounded patient 
it was inevitable that the volunteer 
slionld be almost as budly drained, so 
that the physician would have two pa­ 
tients on his hands where he hud one. 
Besides there wus always the risk of 
transfnsing difecase to the patient with 
the other’s blood. Dor s aud sheep have 
been sacrificed to snrgery for this pur­ 
pose, but most people prefer to use bloo<l 
of their own manufaetnre to any im­ 
ported from boasts or their fellow crea­ 
tures..—St. Lonis Post-Dispatch.
